Pursifull, who filed for the office 
of State’s Attorney this spring but 
withdrew, said his fee was to have 
been 10 per cent of the ransom. 


Sergt. Oliver Kempster of the 
State Police said no ransom had 
been paid. The attorney, in his 
statement, said he had intended to 
return his fee to the Parker fam- 
ily. 

Pushed From Auto. — 

Dr. Parker, 65 years old, was 
released on a road near the city by 
three men who pushed him, blind- 
folded, from their automobile. 

Dr. Parker could not be inter- 
viewed, but it was said he had 
been held prisoner in a farmhouse 
near Pekin, which is about eight 
miles south of Peoria. 

Sergt. Kempster said that the 
kidnapers were. members of the 
“Egan’s Rats” gang of St. Louis. 
(“Egan's Rats,” as a gang was 
broken up several years ago, al- 
though some of the members of 
the old organization are still ex- 
tant.) 

Dr. Parker disappeared on the 
night of March 14, shortly after he 
had telephoned his wife, who also 
is a physician, that he was leaving 
his club for home. A short time 
later Mrs. Parker received a phone 
call teHing her where to find her 
husband’s automobile, near the 
northern city limits. She. notified 
police, but later asked them to stop 
working on the case because he-> 
husband’s life might be endangered. 

Police work was continued se- 
cretly, however, and led to a trap 
being set for the kidnapers last 
night. The kidnapers made good 
their escape, however. 

Four raids were made in Peoria 
Thursday afternoon. Another place 
then was put under observation, 
and plans were made to raid it 
last night. Police believed the kid- 
napers learned that Betson and: 
Pursifull were being questioned and. 
decided ‘to free their victim. 
Doctor Says He Was Well Treated. 

Through the authorities came 
Dr. Parker’s story of gcod treat- 
ment received from the kidnap- 
ers. He said he was bored during 
his captivity because reading mate- 
rial was scarce and he amused 
himself by “kidding’’ the kidnap- 
ers. Food he_ received, he said. 
was apparently prepared by a 
woman, though none too well. 

He expressed willingness to pros- 
ecute his abductors, but said he 
could not identify any of them be-. 
cause he had not seen thejr faces. 
They kept him blindfold but on: 
the automobile trip th ended in 
his release, -he managed to slip the 
bandage from his eyes sufficiently 
to recognize familiar landmarks. 
This, the investigators said, would 
probably help them find the farm 
house. ‘“ 

Working on the theory the farm 
house is in a territory used by St. 
Louis gangsters as a hide-out after 
skirmishes with the law, investiga- 
tors visited two farm houses near 
Pekin during early morning hours 
but found nothing suspicious. They 
planned to resume their search to- 
day in hope of finding the house.

STOGK TRANSFER TAX 


Trader Says Proposed Levy 
Will Cause Discharge of 
200,000 Clerks.

NEW YORK, April 2.—Members 
of the New York Stock Exchange 
took prompt action toward organiz- 
ing their forces against the trans- 
fer tax on securities, approved by 
the House of Representatives. 

Representatives of a number of 
brokerage houses, whose wire sys- 
tems span the country and have of- 
fices in various cities met to select 
the men to lead the fight on the 
levy of one-fourth of one per cent 
on stock sales. 

Spokesmen of large houses said 
the tax increase would reduce trad- 
ing equity by 25 per cent or more. 
Some said the tax would cause 
many houses to close. 

One house reported that it had 
decided, if the transfer tax becamc 
law, to cut down forces by at least 
half. 

John W. Prentiss, partner in 
Hornblower & Weeks, said the tax 
was not only a levy on Wall Street, 
but was “a tax on 60,000,000 peo- 
ple in the United. States who own 
securities.” ei 

The effect of the tax on the 
brokerage business, he said, would 
probably be to turn it back to pre- 
war levels, “I should think that,” 


might fird that the stock: broker- 
age business would contract to the 
level of 1912 and, if that turns out 
to be true, it will mean that prob- 
ably 200,000 clerks will be drop- 
ped in offices in all the larger cities 
where stcck brokers have offices.”

The city cannot contribute more 
to the crisis fund than is raised by 


the special tax program (for the 
. purpose, Comptroller Nolte de- 
clared after the amusement tax 


was beaten by a vote of 22 to 6. 

“I am very much disappointed,” 
Nolte said, “that the Board of Al- 
dermen did not keep faith with the 
Crisis Committee. I will report the 
situation to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment next Tuesday. 
I will not recommend any appro- 
priation beyond what the special 
taxes produce.” 

Mayor Miller expressed a simi- 
lar view, saying he was disap- 
pointed at the Aldermen’s action. 
He added: “In view of the serious 
financial condition of the city 
caused by the recent 10 per cent 
cut in the realty assessment, I 
don’t see now We cal appropriate 
for relief anything beyond what is 
raised by the special tixes.”’ 


Defeat of Bill a Surprise. 
P'" “The crisis “campaign called for 
$1,200,000, of which half, or $600,- 
000, was pledged by the city. How- 
ever, the people contributed about 
$1,200,000, and so far the city has 
appropriated $100,000 of its share. 
The administration proposed the 
amusement ,tax, expected to raise 
about $200,000 a year; an increase 
of the city gasoline tax, to raise 
about $360,000 a year; a tax on 
parking lots, to raise about $40,060, 
and a tax on soft-drink establish- 
ments. The latter was killed by 
the Board of Aldermen, but the 
parking lot tax and gasoline tax 
increase were passed. A suit against 
the parking lot charge is pending 
in Circuit Court. It has been ar- 
ranged for trustees to hold the ex- 
pected balance in the crisis fund 
for future emergencies. 

Defeat of the amusement tax was 
a surprise at City Hall, for observ- 
ers had believed the measure would 
be passed. Recently, however, while 
theatrical interests have been work- 
ing againsteit, the administration 
has made no fight for it, except 
through efforts of Assistant Comp- 
troller Cunningham. The Aldermen 
are on the free list of virtually ev- 
ery amustment in the city, except 
the American and Shubert Thea- 
ters. :

TAX ON NET INCOMES, 
AS FIXED IN REVENUE 
BILL PASSED BY HOUSE

WASHINGTON, April 2. 
HE tax on net incomes, both 
earned and from dividends, 
under the revenue Dill 
passed yesterday by the House 
would be: &

WASHINGTON, April 2.-—In- 
come-tax collections for March 
dropped $139,329,391 as comp:..d 
with March, 1931. The Treasury, 
in its statement for March 31, 
showed that income-tax collectious 
for the month were $195.410.823, 
as compared with $334,830,214 last 
March. Thev brought the total 
from this source for the fiscal ycar 
to $853,532,165, as compared with 
$1,506,261,238 in the same period 
of the preceding year. 

At the end of March, the Govern- 
ment had a deficit of $1,885,283,- 
713, having collected from al 
sources $1,601,934.948 and having 
spent $3,487,218,662. In addition 
to the decline in income tax, mis- 
cellaneous internal . revenue 
dropped $8,000,000 in March and 
$41,000,000 for the fiscal year. Cus- 
toms duties declined $8,000,000 for 
the month and $20,000,000 for the 
fiscal year. :

— The 
billion-dollar tax bill was passed by, 
the House late yesterday and now 
goes to the Senate. It surpasses in 
its rates any revenue-raising pro- 
posal drafted in Congress during 
peace time.

mittee hearings. 

Combined with stringent ‘econo- 
mies in appropriations, the bill is 
designed to end deficits and place 
the Government on a self-support- 
ing basis for the coming fiscal year. 
The Democrats controlling the 
House expect the bill to achieve 
this aim, raising an estimated $1,- 
032,400,000, to which they promise 
to add more than $200,000,000 of 
appropriation cuts. 

The Treasury reduces the esti- 
mated yield of the bill to $997,- 
400,000 and cuts the possible ap- 
propriation reductions to $155.- 
500,000, thus expecting the total to 
“ fall short by about $88,000,000 of 
March 92°@"year- age. equaling the anticipated $1,241,-

Says He Never Suffered Ill 
Effects From Prepared

NEW YORK, April 2.—The Fed- 
eral Trade Commission started an 
investigation of “radium cures” 
yesterday after a finding of “acci- 
dental death’’ with the added nota- 
tion that he “drank radium water 
for the past two years” was made 
in the case of Eben, M. Byers, 
wealthy irom manufacturer and 
sportsman of Pittsburg. 

Meanwhile, Mayor Walker dis- 
closed that for six months he had 
been using a radium energy appa- 
ratus designed to infuse water with 


radium energy. The apparatus was 
recommended to him, he said, by 
friends who said it gave relief for 
neuritis and rheumatism. He said 
he did not know if it had benefited 
him, adding that the water pro- 
duced by his machine was “entirely 
different” from that which is 
blamed for Byers’ death. 

William J. A. Bailey, East 
Orange, N. J., who manufactured 
Radiathor until the product was 
discontinued after Federal Trade 
Commission hearings, asserted he 
did not think the death of Byers 
was caused by that product. 

Why Manufacture Was Stopped. 

‘T have drunk more radium 
water than any man alive,” Bailey 
said, “and I have never suffered 
any ill effects.” He said he quit 
manufacturing Radiathor because 
people quit buying it rather than 
because of the Federal] Trade Com- 
mission investigation. He asserted 
Byers had taken the water by di- 
rection of a Pittsburg physician. 

The finding of accidental death 
was placed on the Byers death cer- 
tificate after an autopsy. The first 
certificate was refused by the Bu- 
reau of Vital Statistics on the 
ground that the cause of death was 
improperly explained. R. J. Foley, 
assistant director of the bureau, 
said the certificate must explain 
specifically the use of radium 
which had resulted in poisoning. 

Dr. Charles Norris, chief medical 
examiner, said in his finding that 
the radiun. poisoning had led to 
necrosis of both jaws, anemia, a 
brain abscess and finally to bron- 
chial pneumonia. 

The funeral of Byers will be held 
today at the home of a brother, J. 
F. Byers, in Sewickley, a suburb of 
Pittsburg. 

Brother-in-Law’s Explanation. 
®J. Denison Lyons, a brother-in- 
law of Byers, disclosed that Byers’ 
illness started with an injury of 
his arms suffered in a fall from a 
sleeping car berth while returning 
from a Yale-Harvard football game 
five years a 

In Newark, N. J., Dr. Harrison 
S. Hartland, Essex County medical 
examiner, issued another. warning 
against radium waters. 

“There is danger every time ra- 
dium actually enters the human 
body,” he said. “Although its radi- 
ations are useful in the treatment 
of cancerous growths, when prop- 
erly supervised, any prolonged ra- 
diation may cause anemia, necrosis, 
Or an actual tumor.” 

He warned against use of radio- 
active waters in any form, saying 
they usually were sold by “quacks” 
for the cure of “everything m 
ingrowing toe-nail and alopecia 
areata to high bloda pressure, 
chronic arthritis and arteriosclero- 
sis.”’ 


Warns Public of Indiscriminate 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—The 
death of Ebtn M. Byers was used 
today by Dr. Paul B. Dunbar, as- 
sistant chief of the Food and Drug} 
Administration, as a means of 
warning the public against -indis- 
criminate taking of radium prepa- 
rations without proper medical ad- 
vice, 

“We were afraid something like 
this would happen,” Dr. Dunbar 
said. “In 1928 we made a survey 
of the many ‘radium products on 
the market and began issuing warn- 
ings to the public. Some of these 
made grossly exaggerate< curative 
claims and we proceeded against 
them, 

“I feel that taking any prepara- 
tion containing radium is a pretty 
dangerous thing and should not be 
used without competent medical 
advice.” 

Dr. Dunbar said the manufac- 
turers of Radithor had not violated 
the food.and drug laws in labeling 
their product. No false or fraudu.- 
lent claims were made, Dr. Dunbar 
said. The only claim presented on 
the label was that the medicine 
was radioactive and this has been/ By 
found by the administration to be 
true, 

Radithor has been studied sever- 
al times and found to comply with 
the food and drug law in every 
respect. Yesterday’s investigation 
was made to determine if there 
were some new feature or angle in

Confronted by the revolvers of 
the robbers, *~:pinosa fell sprawl- 
ing at the first shot. The robbers 
ignored his blind mother, Mrs. 
Juniata Espinosa, 82, and his sis- 
ter-in-law, Mrs. Josefa Chabiri, 
who fainted. 

The Espinosa home is 28 miles 


miles from the Mexican border. 
Pretended to Be Officers. 

Espinosa said the robbers on 
their arrival represented them- 
selves to be officers from Santa Fe, 
N. M. They entered the house and 
demanded to see the papers on the 
Espinosa cattle. They said they 
had heard there were some stolen 
animals in the herd. 

The dairyman told them the 
suspicion was without basis, but 
invited them inside while he went 
for the papers. 

When he returned to the front 
room two of the men had drawn 
pistols. The intruders said they 
did not care for his papers, but 
wanted “that $5000 you got when 
you sold your cattle.” Espinosa re- 
plied that he had not sold any cat- 
tie. “Well, I believe I’ll shoot you,” 
one of the men remarked and fired. 

The three proceeded toward the 
rear of the house, driving Mrs. Es- 
pinosa and her six sons and daugh- 
ters into a corner in the kitchen. 

“We want to know where that 
$5000 is and we want to know 
quick,” one of the men said. Mem- 
bers of the family replied they had 
no money, The robbers immediate- 
ly shot them down. 

The dairyman’s mother and’ his 
sister-in-law walked into the kitch- 
en while the killing was in prog- 
ress. They fainted and fell on the 
heap of dead bodies. 

The robbers ransacked trunks, 
dresser drawers and mattresses. 
Finding no money, they fled in an 
automobile. 

Espinosa, a slight, feeble man, 
said he obtained a rifle after the 
robbers left, but the robbers were 
out of sight by that time. He went 
to the home of a nieghbor and fele- 
phoned the police. 

Although the robbers drove to- 
ward Las Cruces, N. M., they could 
have turned south otward the bor- 
der. Mexican authorities were no- 
tified. 

Friends of Espinosa helped him 
today to make wooden coffins for 
his wife and children.

WASHINGTON, April 2.—When 
the House was acting in Committee 
of the Whole before passing the 
revenue bill, the insurgents suc- 
ceeded in adopting the Swing 
amendment, graduating the income 
surtaxes upward until they reached 
a rate of 45 per cent on income 
over $10,000,000 a year.

Spicuzza Declares 


Gave Him Bonds 


Abe Cooperman 


That Sidener Sold 


Gangsters’ Surety Says Bank Loot ‘Was 
Posted to Secure Loan—Contradicts 
Former Circuit Attorney. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

HANNIBAL, Mo... April 2.— 

Charles Spicuzza, St. Louis fruit 


dealer and gansters’ oondsman, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
his story of Low he gave former 
Circuit Attorney Howard Sidener of 
St. Louis $18,000 in stolen bonds to 
be sold. 

| His story differed in important 
details from the account previously 
given by Sidener, who declared that 
long-standing friendship with Spi- 
cuzza caused him to accept the 
bonds, stolen in the $140,000 Han- 
nibal bank robbery of last Oc- 
tover, without questioning the hon- 
esty of Spicuzza’s motives. 

Spicuzza denied he was an old 
friend of Sidener, or that he had 
gone hunting and fishing with him, 
as Sidener had declared. He also 
denied that he owed Sidener $800 
for legal services, which was the 
reason Sidener had given for keep- 


ing that amount for himself when 
he sold the bonds in a Decatur | 
(Ill.) brokerage house and re- 
ceived a preliminary payment of 
$5000. 

Spicuzza’s story was that he got 
the bonds from the late Abe Coop- 
erman as security, for a loan of 
$4000. Since he was shot to death 
by Eugene Epstein in St. Louis on 
Jan. 26 in a quarrel over sale of 
some of the bonds, Cooperman has 
appeared to be the principal 
“fence” employed by the Hanni- 
bal bank robbers for disposition of 
the stolen securities, totaling 3100,- 
000. 

Spicuzza told his story to the 
correspondent while waiting to go 
before the grand jury. Previously 
he had consented to waive immuni- 
ty.from prosecutiorf in order to give 
the grand jury his version of the 
transaction. 

Denies Fishing Story. 

“T was never on intimate terms 
with Sidener,” Spicuzza said, “and 
I never went fishing or hunting 
with him, so .thcre was no reason 
why he should have spoken as if 
we were companions as sportsmen. 
I never was represented by him in 
any business matter until the mat- 
ter of these bonds. 

“I have signed bonds for some 
of Sidener’s clients, and sometimes, 
when men have asked me about 
engaging a lawyer, I have men- 
tioned Sidener’s name to them 
along with others. So it is true, as 
he says, that I have sent some 
business to him. 

“I got those bonds as security 
for a $4000 loan I made to Abe 
Cooperman. I had no idea they 
were stolen. I wanted my law- 
yer, Albert Johnson, to sel] the 
ponds for me, but he was busy 
with another matter, and it oc- 
curred to me to go to Sidener. I 
did not owe Sidener $800—did not 
owe him one dime, in fact. 

“However, Sidener held out $800 
on me in the sale -of the bonds. I 
got $4200 from him, and it is in the 
hands of my attorney (Johnson). I 
don’t think I ought to pay it back, 
for I'm out $4000 that I loaned to 
Cooperman.” 

Spicuzza said he did not com- 
plain when Sidener, on cashi 


$5000 draft received in pa y- 
ment for the bonds, held $800 
for himself, giving him $4200. “I 


was satisfied to get my $4000 out 
of it.” Spicuzza said. He added 
that he had not known that Side- 
ner expected to get more than $5000 
for the bonds. “My imterest in 
them was only $4000," he said, 
“and if I had known that there 
was to be much more, I would have 


lieved he told Sidener of getting the 
bonds from Cooperman, and that 


| came 


he might have said, as Sidener re- 


lates, that the bonds came from “an 
estate in the East.” Cooperman 
told him something of the sort, he 
said. 

Spicuzza’s appearance here fol- 
lowed negotiations with Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Rendlen, conducted 
by his St: Louis lawyer, Johnson, 
and J. W. Hays of Hannibal, as to 
his bond. | 

Spicuzza, secretary-treasurer of 
the M. Longo Fruit Co., 405 Frank- 
lin avenue, lives at 6129 Clayton 
avenue, where in 1928 two Italian 
extortionists were killed and an- 
other wounded. The police theory 
was that Spicuzza, weary of their 
incessant demands for money, led 
them into a trap set by rival gang- 
sters. 

Mrs. Abe Cooperman’s Story. 

Mrs. Abe Cooperman, widow of 
the slain “fence,” told a story to 
prosecuting officials and presuma- 
bly to the grand jury that resulted 
yesterday in the detention here of 
Sam Cooperman, Abe’s brother, on 
an information charging him with 
receiving stolen property. 

“The Saturday before my hus- 
band was killed,” Mrs. Cooperman 
said, “he was arrested, and he 
home at 3 p. m. Sunday. 
Later Epstein brought a big 
package to the house and asked me 
to keep it for my husband. Then 
Abe came home and had a long 
talk with Epstein, but I did not 
hear the package mentioned. 

“The day of the murder, as I was 
at home, Sam Cooperman came ‘n 
and I told him about the package, 
then gave it to him and asked him 
to give it to Epstein or to the po- 
lice. An hour later he telephoned 
to me and said, “Those are bonds 
in the package. What will I do 
with them?’ 

“I said, ‘you are an officer’—he 
was or had been a deputy sheriff 
in the county—‘and you know what 
to do. Give them to the police’ 
He said, ‘I’m going to burn them.’ 
At the funeral he told me he had 
burned them.” 

Sam’s story, told previously, was 
that he destroyed the package 
without knowing what it contained. 
He said he was “upset” at the time 
by the shock of his brother’s 
death, and by a controversy with 
his sister-in-law over the selection 
of an undertaker. 

“Take Package and Burn It.” 

“As I was leaving,” Sam said, 
“my sister-in-law handed me a 
package about so long (indicating 
a length of 9 or 10 inches) and so 
wide (4 or 5 inches). ‘Take this 
along with you,’ she said.

nothing with it when a phone call 
came from my 4ister-in-law. She 
said, “Take that package and burn 
it, or get rid of it.’ 

“I threw the package in the ash- 
can, and did not see it again. Or- 
dinarily I would not have done 
such a thing without looking to see 
what it contained, but I was simply 
so upset that 1 didn't consider the 
situation. J don’t know what was 
in the package, and I have not seen 
my sister-in-law since the funeral, 
until coming here.”

BLIND MEN AT CLOSED 
BROOM SHOP PAID OF 


Effort to Raise Fund to Reopen 
lt—Most of Workers 
; In Need. 


Stoutly declaring their hope that 
generous citizens will enable them 
to go back to work, blind employes 
of the St. Louis Broom Shop, now 
jobless, received what may be their 
final pay envelopes yesterday. 

Charity will care for the imme- 
diate needs of the workmen and of 
Mary 
Dranga Campbell, executive direc- 
tor forthe Missouri Commission. for 
the Blind, which operates the shop 
at 1908 Locust street, announced. 
Mrs. Campbell said that the Citi- 
zens’ Committee on Relief and Em- 
ployment had waived the require- 
ment that the blind men go to «ts 
headquarters to seek assistance. 

Instead, she interviewed each 
worker and reported to the commit- 


tee. Her survey indicated, she 
said, that virtually all of them 
were in immediate need of aid.

Phone Sales Campaign.

Eighteen out of 30 test calls made 
yesterday resulted in sales. A 
profit of 30 cents is made on each 
broom, so if all are sold the fund 
will bé increased by $3600. 

Walking in darkness through the 
sunlight, the men assembled early 
yesterday afternoon to receive their 
envelopes, few of which contained 
more than $10. In many instances, 
the blind led the blind while some 
were guided by their children, oth- 
ers by their wives. 

Yet they appeared to be hope- 
ful. None would admit, even to his 
friends, that he despaired of find- 
ing work at the shop again. 

“How long will it be closed?” 
was the common query as the men 
filed by Mrs. Campbell, while many 
insisted over and over, as though 
convincing themselves, that it 
would reopen “in about two weeks” 
and “everything will be all right 
again.” 

Comrades Parted. 

An elderly Negro and white man, 
walking in step, arm in arm, paused 
for a moment. 

“We'vé been partners here for a 
long time,” the Negro said, “and 
we just can’t believe we won't be 
walking back to work soon.” 

“I've had a good meal today, but 
I don’t know when I'll get anoth- 
er,” one man called before he was 
informed. charity would take care 
of his immediate needs. The men 
appeared to be grateful for the of- 
fer of churity, but many comment- 
ed—"‘it’s better than nothing, but 
what he want is not charity, but 
work. All we ask is a chance to 
do our work every day just as 
we've been doing.” 

The men wore deter- 
mined grins, slapped the older ones 
on the back, cheered them up, 
added a note of hope to the stout 
predictions that somehow the 
money will be’forthcoming to give 
them back their only means of 
livelihood. 

One Family's Plight. 

Henry de Guire, 63 years old, a 
broom maker for many years, was 
led by his 12-year-old son, Robert, 
who had guided his father to work 
before school and taken him home 
afterwards for two years. 

“All I know how to do is to make 
brooms,” De Guire said, “and I 
can’t seem to realize I won’t be 
back in the shop tomorrow.” 

“Gee, Dad, I'd be willing to walk 
10 miles a day instead of a few 
blocks if you only could,” the boy 
said. A wife and four children are 
dependent upon De Guire’s earn- 
ings, together with what one 
daughter makes as a part-time 
waitress at noon each day. 

Others are in as straightened 
circumstances. Many have crip- 
pled dependents. 

They will be notified by mail 
when they may return to work— 
if the campaign is successful.

HENRY DIAMANT, HEAD - 
OF PHILATELISTS, DIES 


St. Louis Commission Co. Pres- 
ident, Former Actor, Sudden- 
ly Stricken at Home. 


Henry A. Diamant, president of 
the St. Louis Commission Co. and 
of the American Philatelic Society, 
well known on the stage of this 
country and Europe as Martin 
Hayden before the turn of the cen- 
tury, died suddenly today at his 
home, 6636 Cabanne avenue. 

His partner, H. L. Schaeffer, 
who accompanied him home last 
night from their offices, 208 North 
Main street, said Mr. Diamant, who 
was 69 years old, seemed in excel- 
lent health and was enthusiastic 
over plans to attend a meeting of 
the Philatelic Society in New York. 
He collapsed after dressing for 
breakfast this morning. Physicians 
expressed the tentative opinion 
that he died of heart disease. 

Funeral arrangements await the 
return of his widow, Mrs. Freda 
Diamam, who was visiting in New 
York, where he had expected to 
join her. 

Mr. Diamant was born in St. 
Louis and educated in private 
schools here. He began the study 
of law; but attracted such atten-; 
tion in amateur theatricals here | 
that he obtained a professional en- 
gagement with Shook & Collier at 
the Union Square Theater in New 
York. 

He played juvenile parts in many 
productions and made his first pro- 
fessional appearance here in the 
title role of “The Boy Hero,” 
which he played until he outgrew 
it. He enhanced his national rep- 
utation in “Held-in Slavery,” writ- 
ten by himself, and entering the 
producer’s side of the profession, 
appeared at the old Havlin Thea- 
ter here at various times with his 
own company. 

He went to London as stage di- 
rector of Kiralfy’s Hippodrome and 
became associated with Sir Augus- 
tus Harris as manager of the Olym- 
pia Theater, then the largest in the 
world, where he produced the spec- 
tacular “Chitral.”  Followihg Sir 
Augustus’ death, Mr. Diamant re- 
turned to St. Louis and, tiring of 
theatrical life, purchased a part- 
nership with Schaeffer in the com- 
mission firm. 

Th lure of the stage persisted, 
however, despite an interest in 
business affairs that made him one 
of the most active niembers of the 
old Business Men’s League and at 
one time president of the local 
Raw Fur and Wool Association. He 
was frequently consulted by pro- 
fessional managers and amateur 
producers. He was one of the orig- 
inal Committee of 200 in organiz- 
ing the World’s Fair here in 1904. 
His stamp collection was one of 
the most extensive in the country, 

Besides his widow, Mr. Diamant 
is survived by a daughter, Miss 
Doris Diamant, and a sister, Mrs. 
S. Jacobson of St. Louis.

Villa St. Stefano, Italy, Disap- 
pearing Into Workings 
Dug by Romans.

VILLA 8ST. STEFANO, Italy, 
April 2:.—This town has been 4al- 
most entirely deserted by its 2000 
inhabitants and only a few soldiers 
remained on guard today to watch 
it crumble and sink into a laby- 
rinth of ancient tunnels dug by 
the Romans 2000 years ago. 

The site of the village started to 
subside yesterday and the people 
immediately fled, some to other 
citles and a few hundred to « the 
outskirts of ‘the town where they 
are encamped, watching the disap- 
pearance of their homes. 

When buildings first began to 
sink, a great pit formed in the 
center of the Via Leonina and the 
rest of the town began to slide into 
it. The exodus of inhabitants be- 
gan at once. When night fell most 
of them were out and the author- 
ities ordered the few who remained 
to leave immediately. Premier 
Mussolini ordered surrounding 
towns to accommodate the refugees, 
A check showed no one missing.

Of course, 
he is a hitter, especially when they are 
ali hitting, and his throwing arm is a 
fine defensive asset, but as a fielder he is 
mediocre. He is needed because he is 
so much better than any of the reserves. 

As a matter of fact, the Cardinal] out- 

field as a whole is not impressive. Posr- 
sibly Pepper Martin will carry on in the 
blazing tempo of his world series form, 
but that is a possibility rather than a 
probability. Throughout the 1931 season 
he was an ordinary player—that is from 
the grandstand’s point of view, though 
it may well be that he was worth much 
more to the team, than was apparent to 
the spectator. There are more things in 
baseball, to paraphrase Mr. Shakspeare, 
than were ever dreamed of in your phi- 
losophy, Horatio. Call it what you will— 
the never-say-quit, the will to win, the 
dash, the confidence, or, as Bismarck 
put it, the “imponderables.” Anyhow, 
the worth of such a player cannot be 
gauged by batting or fielding averages, 
or the occasional smash in the pinch, 
or the spectacular catch. It is a price- 
fess quality, and the man who has it is 
what they call a ball players’ ball play- 
ér. He contributes sométhing to a team 
that is finer than silver, yea, than much 
fine gold. Perhaps Martin has it. if he 
hasn’t it, it is good-by to the Cardinals. 
- Grimes did have it—had it in a flar- 
ing abundance that communicated itself, 
not only to his own team, not only to the 
grandstand and bleachers, but shot 
fhrough the opposition in electrocuting 
currents. Grimes was infinitely more 
than a first-class pitcher. He was a 
warrior whom the team expected to win 
and the fans expected to win every time 
he went into the box, and a pitcher the 
enemy always knew meant a battle. That 
sort of influence cannot be appraised by 
the statistics. It is an intangible-—rarer 
than any day in June Brother Lowell 
ever queried about. It is, in Woodrow 
Wilson's felicitous phrase, , “the very 
stuff of triumph.” Grimes is gone, and, 
make no mistake about it, his departure 
is the one dumb tactic chargeable to the 
extraordinary Breadon-Rickey combina- 
tion. 

The pitching corps is not impressive. 
Hallahan and Derringer are accom- 
plished workmen who, if the team main- 
tain a winning pace, should be better 
this year than last, but what of the 
others whom Manager Street has chosen 
as starters? Rhem was a six-inning per- 
former last season whose ability to go 
the route is to be determined, and with 
a record of behavior which is not reas- 
suring. Lindsey, an excellent nthe. man, 
has necessarily left a lot of his career 
in the bull pen. No longer young, he 
has a labored motion that argucs against 
his prospects as a regular. Haines, well 
toward the finish, at best, may come 
back from the Elba of a disabled arm, 
but the grim old percentage shakes a 
dubious head. Johnson, if there is any 
justice in the world, is entitled to the 
breaks, and there you are, To be sure, 
the youngster, Carleton, may win his 
spurs, but that other incipient phenom, 
Dizzy Dean, is already toting a subdued 
ego. There's a difference between minor 
league baseball under electric lights and 
the “big time,” which “Dizzy” is begin- 
ning to perceive. 

A, patchwork outfield, an unproved 
pitching staff, a really brilliant infield 
and perhaps the best catcher in -the 
game in Wilson—that is how the Cardi- 
nals appear as the curtain is about to 
rise, 

And the manager, Gabby Street. He 
may be great, as great as his record, but 
he does not so impress the audience. ‘The 
air of command is not his. Different 
leaders manifest that quality differently. 
McGraw is the belligerent; Connie Mack, 
a sort of Plato who reasoneth well; Mc- 
Carthy, a source of endless energy. and 
shrewd tactician; Hornsby, elemental 
courage; Howley, a genial boss whom 
players swear by. What is Street’s dis- 
tinctive trait is unknown, but he hasled 
his team to the pennant in his two sea- 
sons and that’s that. But the Cardinals 
will not win practically all the games 
from Cincinnati this year as they did the 
last two seasons, and the Phillies, under 
the capable, resolite Shotton, will dis- 
sent more vehemently. So that’s how it

ALIEN RESIDENTS AND. VOTERS. 
With the Norris amendment to abolish the short 


session of Congress off to a flying start on its trip |. 


around the state legislatures for ratification, atten- 
tion may now bée-directed to another proposed consti- 
tutional amendment before Congress. Its intention is 
to prevent the inclusion of aliens resident in the 
United States in-population figures determining the 
apportionment of Representatives in the lower house. 
The Judiciary Committee of the House, in its report 
in favor of the measure, took the side of those who 
fear “alien domination.” A minority report was pre 
sented by members of the committee who regarded 
such fear as groundless. | 

It is the fourteenth amendment, proposed in 1866 
and adopted two years later, that would be changed. 
Section 2 of this amendment reads: “Representatives 
shall be apportioned among the several states ac- 
cording to ‘their respective numbers, counting the 
whole number of persons in each state, excluding In- 
dians not taxed.” The proposed amendment would 
exclude aliens from “the whole number of persons.” 
Should it be made a part of the Constitution, the 
effect would ‘be slightly to decrease urban repre 
sentation and to a similar extent to increase rural 
representation. 

Statistics released in Washington show that New 
That State would 
lose two Representatives. Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut, in the East, and ‘alifornia and Washing- 
ton, on the Pacific coast, the latter two because of 
Orientals, would each suffer a loss of one Repre- 
sentative. The states which would gain, with the ez- 
ception of Wisconsin, lie south of Mason and Dixon’s 
line. These are Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, North 
Carolina and Georgia. 

While the populations of three states, Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut and Arizona, are more than 10 per 
cent aliens, the average for the nation as a whole 
drops down to 3.7 per cent. The last census, taken 
two years ago, reported slightly more than 4,500,000 
aliens in the United States. Of these, Massachusetts 
possessed about one-tenth. 

The essence of the committee report favoring the 
proposed amendment is that “those who are not an 
integral part of our governmental] household, who are 
not a part of our civic family, who are at best only 
guests at our fireside, and who still owe allegiance 
to a foreign country, should not be counted in de- 
termining a state’s representation in the American 
Congress, or in its vote in the election of a Presi- 
dent.” On the other hand, it is pointed out in the 
arguments against the proposal that the alien does 
not vote and actually has.no hand in government. He 
merely happens to be counted because he is present. 

As for the inequalities between rural and urban 
sections, the opponents might add to their arguments 
the fact that failure to redistrict for House elections 
in some states has in effect created rotten boroughs. 
Moreover, if aliens who do not vote are to be ex- 
cluded, what about other residents of a state who 
do not vote? In Missouri, for instance, shall persons 
convicted of felonies and residents of state institu- 
tions and others cared for at public expense be ex- 
cluded from apportionment figures? It becomes a 
proper question to ask why aliens who abide by the 
laws should be barred when.criminals would not be? 

It is conceivable that should all non-voting classes 
be excluded from the basis for apportionment, various 
states might go to unusual lengths to increase their 
voting population. For the sake of an increased rep- 
resentation in Congress, a state legislature might low- 
er the age limit, and as well-restore voting rights to 
persons now not so privileged. 

Since the country’s unfortunate experience with 
the eighteenth amendment, it is imperative that all 
such proposals be scrutinized. “The proposal as to 
resident aliens might more fittingly have followed 
in the wake of war-time hysteria. At the present 
it appears to be’ little more than a feeble effort of 
the waning rural population te recover some part of 
its lost strength at the polls. 
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' ANOTHER SON OF STANFORD. 

Among the heroes of the tax fight there stands 
out one member of the House about whom the coun- 
try seems destined to hear more. He is Representa- 
tive Philip D, Swing of the Eleventh California Dis- 
trict, which includes the orange section east and 
south of Los Angeles. He has taken a leading part in 
the tax fight now engrossing Congress. Mr, Swing, 
who like President Hoover, took his college course un- 


der the palms of Stanford University, lists himself as 


a Republican, but in the lasf election he had the sup- 
port of both parties. His majorities increased ‘stead- 
ily until in 1926 he found himself possessor of the 


field. In 1930 he had no opposition for the Republic- 


an nomination and was given the Democratic nomina- 
tion by a four-to-one vote. A recent Washington 
dispatch sted him as a candidate for United States 
Senator and said he had been indorsed by. railway 
labor executives. As such he will seek the seat now 
held by that senatorial nonentity, Samuel Morgan 
Shortridge. Judging by his work during the recent 
fight for the people’s rights, Mr. Swing should make 
a good colleague of the frequently useful <a W. 
Johnson.

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THE LINES STILL HOLD. 

The Supreme Court has. voided the senatorial chart 
of the State, drawn last July by the three Repub 
lican officials, Gov. Caulfield, Secretary of State Beck- 
er and Attorney-General Shartel, In the decision the 
court divided on strict party lines, the four Demo- 
cratic Judges being against the apportionment, the 
three Republican Judges upholding it. The opinion 
sustains a former ruling of the court, in a similar 
case in 1921, which held that the adoption of. the 
initiative and referendum. bad impliedly repealed the 
constitutional provision directing the three officials 
to perform this duty when the Legislature failed to 
act. 

The present senatorial divisions of the State, as is 
well known, have been in effect since 1901, and the 


mildest Republican appraisal of that cartography, as 


is equally well known, is “infamous gerrymander.” 
History rather verifies the soft impeachment. Since 
1901 the Republicans have elected four Governors and 
the Democrats but three, yet the Senate has been con- 
sistently Democratic, save in the landslide of 1920. 


Gerrymander, therefore, seems to be the word, though | 


a Democrat would probably say that his party fore- 
bears at the turn of the century knew their stuff. 

But the present decision offers hope that these 
lines of immutable iron (or would you say steal?) 
as cast 31 long years ago may be changed by the 
next. Legislature, or by the people functioning 
through the initiative and referendum, and that it 
will not be necessary to wait till the end of the 
current decade, as heretofore assumed, when another 
decennial census will place a redistricting measure 
on the calendar. This will be popularly accepted, we 
believe, as a rational construction, and, if so received 
by the Legislature, the session of 1933 will smash 
those ancient shackles and will diyide Missouri sen- 
atorially in a spirit of equity that will scorn partisan 
advantage and leave it to the untrammeled selfde- 
termination of the people to say whether the Senate 
shall be Democratic or Republican, Fascist or So- 
cialist, Hitleresque or wild vermilion. 
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FOR BRITISH READERS. 

Those who have been wondering what disinterested 
outsiders think of the administration’s campaign 
against hoarding will find an answer in the follow- 
ing dispatch from the New. York correspondent of the 
Manchester Guardian, printed in that journal: 

The (United States) Government seems to be 
partially successful in its efforts to get .hoarded 
money returned to the banks. This work is 
being done by typical “hurrah” methods, with 
mass meetings in all parts of the country, big 
advertisements in the newspapers, and appeals on 
the wireless and on cinema screens. The re- 
sponse so far, however, has been largely from 
comparatively poor people, and the real test will 
be whether wealthy individuals and large corpo- 
rations will surrender their hoarded cash. 

Thus, the keen-eyed Guardian sizes up the situation 
and presents it to its British readers more accurate- 
ly and with greater discrimination than the bulk of 


the American press. 
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WILD SWANS. ° 

News that a flock of wild swans was carried over 
Niagara Falls will astonish many persons in the 
Middle West, who supposed this magnificent spect- 
men of the duck. family was extinct, save for the do- 
mesticated variety seen in park pools. Not many 
years ago, of course, the wild swan was to be seen 
hereabouts in great numbers. Capt. Bogardus, the 
celebrated Illinois hunter, has left us a record of 
his numerous encounters with them when the coun- 
try was abundant with all sorts of game birds. 

Due largely to efforts of conservationists, wild 
Swans are coming back and ‘are a fairly common 
sight on both the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. Chesa- 
peake Bay and the North Carolina‘sounds are favor- 
ite winter resorts for the birds, which breed in the 
far North. The coast swans are generally of the 
whistler variety, whereas the bird that used to fre- 
quent the Mississippi Valley was known as the trump 
eter swan. The latter attained a length of five feet 
and a wing spread of eight feet, being somewhat 
larger than the whistler. 

No doubt the restoration of natural feed and rest 
grounds for migratory fowl, which conservationists 
are urging, would coax the swan'inland, as well as 
greatly increase the numbers of wild ducks and geese. 
It has become clear to everyone that the drainage of 
marsh areas for agriculture, heedless of their value 
as wild life refuges, was a bitter mistake. It has im- 
mensely complicated the struggle for existence of mi- 
gratory fowl and many other species, at the same 
time contributing to the deplorable plight of agri- 
culture, whose surpluses, due to excess acreage, have 
brought it. near ruin. There is yet time to correct 
that mistake. 
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OLIVER BALDWIN’S STORY.

‘of society,” 

Apparently the genesis of Baldwin’s revolt in in 
his experiences in Armenia, where he went to fight 
in that country’s struggle for liberation against Rus 
sia and Turkey. He was a prisoner of war in both 
Russian £nd Turkish camps, and was forced to wit- 
ness scenes of unbelievable brutality which !mplant- 
ed in him a passion to fight the battle of the;under- 
dog. On his return to England, he found a field for 
his endeavors in the poverty, unemployment and 
misery of the English people, and he successfully ran 
for Parliament as a Laborite, 

Baldwin makes it clear that his personal relations 
with his father are marked by affection and fine tol- 
erance, and the son pays an elaborate tribute to Stan- 
ley Baldwin for the latter’s voluntary surrender of 
$625,000 war profits to the state, But there the 
entente cordiale ceases. The son cries out against 
his father’s political philosophy and does all bg can 
to undermine it.’ 

Young Baldwin’s is a remarkable and sais tthea'nk 
story. It typifies, as an English reviewer puts it, 
“the spiritual agony of sensitive and independent 
youth in the post-war age.” While youth preserves 
its sense of justice and its willingness to fight for 
it, we risk being sententious by saying there is still

American and British Revenue Plans 


By Walter Lippmann. 


ITH the virtual completion of the tax 
W bill by the House, it becomes rather 

interesting to compare our system of 
raising revenue with that of the British. It 
happens that the British fiscal year ends 
next week and sufficiently good figures are 
available showing ‘:ow in the depths of their 
depression the British have managed to fin- 
ish the year with a slight surplus. 

For purposes of comparison, I have di- 
vided sources of revenue into four classes, 
namely: from income taxes, from estate 
taxes, from customs duties and finally from 
miscellaneous excise and nuisance taxes, 1 
have calculated very roughly the percentage 
of the whole tax revenue which the Brit- 
ish Government has actually received in 
each of these four categories, and also the 
percentage of our whole revenue which, un- 
der each of these categories, it is estimated 
that the original Crisp bill and the new Pro- 
gressive bill now passed will yield. I am 
not sure that my figures are strictly ac- 
curate, but in the hope that my arithmetic 
has not failed me, I feel fairly sure that 
they indicate the general proportions fairly. 

The British tax revenues are derived 
about as follows: from income tax, 50 per 
cent; from estate tax, 10 per cent; from 
customs, 20 per cent; from excise, etc., 20 
per cent. 

Under the bill which the House rejected, 
it was estimated that our revenues would 
b= derived about as follows: from income 
tax, 32 per cent; from estate tax, 1 per 
cent; from customs, 12 per cent; from ex- 
cise tax, 55 per cent. 

Under the bill as rewritten -after the Pro- 
gressive revolt, and allowing for certain 
economies of a rather doubtful nature, it 
is estimated that our revenues will be de- 
rived about as follows: from income tax, 37 
per cent; from estate tax, 1 per cent; from 
customs, 14 per cent; from excise tax, 48 
per cent. 

+ s * 

Comparing first the new tax bill with 
the one which the House rejected, the sig- 
nificant thing, it seems to me, is that, aft- 
er all the talk about “soaking the rich,” the 
Progressives have not radically altered the 
proportions. They have put their highest 
taxes upon incomes and they have only in- 
creased the percentage of the whole revenue 
from 32 per cent to 37 per cent. These 
figures, I think, magnify the result achieved, 
for they are calculated against a smaller 
total revenue, since [ have given the Pro- 
gressives the benefit of the alleged econ- 
omies. Hdd the percentages ‘for the orig- 
inal bill’ been calculated on the same base, 


per cent; in short, the Progressive coali- 
tion has not made any important change in 
shifting the burden of taxation to the rich.. 

When we compare the American bil] as 
passed by the House with the British re- 
sults we find: that the British have taken 


we hope to take slightly more than a third:

the British have taken three-fifths of their 
revenue from incomes and _ inheritances, 
whereas we hope to take rather less than 
two-fifths; that the British have taken one- 
fifth of their revenue from customs duties, 
whereas we hope to tak. about one-tenth, 

‘These propositions are worth studying. 
Let us look first at the last one. Here on 
the one hand, is a nation of 46,000,000 peo- 
ple who have a tariff, but not our kind of

f, and they have collected more revenue 
lutely and twice as mue¢h relatively as 


we who have a ,opulation nearly three 
times as great. Does this possibly suggest 
that our tariff has so successfully shut off 
imports that it -has lost a large part of its 
utility as a source of revenue? For, of 
course, no customs duties can be collected 
on goods that are not imported. 

Let ,us look now at income and inheri- 
tance taxes. The Briti:h, out of a popu- 
lation a little more than $ne-third as large 
as ours, have actually collected more rev- 
enue than the House bill is éstimated to 
yield. What is the explanation? Has the 
Progressive coalition failed to tax the rich 
The figures 
show that for incomes of $1,000,000 and 
over, the rates are practically the same in 
both countries; at $250,000 and up, the Brit- 
ish rates are from 40 to 50 per cent higher, 
and from $100,000 down to $5000 they are 
from two to 20 times as great.

In other words, the superior yield of the 
British income tax is due to the fact that 
amall and medium incomes are so much 
more heavily taxed.- As to the inheritance 
tax, the differences would be worth study. 
They will be found to lie, I imagine, in two 


*circumstances: that part of our inheritance 


taxes go to the states and that the British 
tax a large number of small inheritances 
more heavily than we do. 

The net conclusions, it seems to me, are 
these: the income tax, which is the most 
desirable of all taxes, because it is the fair- 
est and the most visible, is a relative fac- 
tor fn the United States. Compared with 
the British, it has two great weaknesses: 
if has a hole at the top through which 
the rich can escape into tax-exempt bonds, 
and it has a hole at the bottom because 


. Congress hesitates to tax small and medium 


incomes. 

With these holes in it, the American in- 
come tax is a fair-weather tax. It is very 
productive when profits are big, but in 
times like these it is ludicrously inadequate, 
as the House tax bill shows, when, in a 
spirit of the utmost optimism and of giv- 
ing itself the benefit of every doubt, it 
hopes to get from incomes only 37 per cent 
of our revenues.

Washington U. Instructor 
Asserts Group Survey 
Disclosed Only 3.8 Pet. 
Never Guilty. 


Teachers ‘attending the fifth an- 
nual Mid-West Education Confer- 
ence, in session today and yester- 
day at Washington University, ob- 
tained an inkling cf how their pu- 
pils segard cheating in school 
work. 


Joseph W. Hawthorne, of the 


ington University, told of the re- 
sponses given by an unidentified 
group of students to a series of 
statements designed to test their 
attitude toward cheating. 

To the statement that cheaing 
always has existed and always-will, 
83 per cent of the students assent- 
ed, but 19 per cent thought the 
honor system would abolish it. Only 
3.8 per cent said they never had 
cheated and never would, but 30 
per cent said they would rather 
fail than cheat. 

Another 30 per cent approved 
the ‘statement that helping others 
in examinations 1s not cheating 
“but simply following the golden 
rule,” and 10 per cent said cheat- 
ing was just plain co-operation. 
Cheating is all right if you don’t 
get caught, said 18 per cent. And 
43 per cent said 1t was good sport 
if they were closely watched. A 
fourth of them held that cheaters 
were held in good esteem in their 
group.

U. S. BIRTH RATE 
Average Family Was 4.1 in 


1930, Compared With 4.5 in 
1910, Statistics Show. 


By the Assuciated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 2. — The 
high cost of raising children in the 
cities is now worrying economists 
as well as urban parents. 

For this cost, say those econo- 
mists apprehensive -over the prob- 
lem of gauging mass production to 
a prospective stationary population, 
is probably the major cause of a 
swiftly declining tirth rate. 
Government figures show the 
average size of families in the 
Onited States in 1910 was 4.5; in 
1920 it was 4.3 and in 1930 it had 
fallen to 4.1. To show the effect 
of city living in family life, in 
North Carolina, which is largely 
rural, the average in 1930 was 4.9, 
while in New York, largely urban, 
it was 4. In 1910 North Carolina's 
average was 5 and Ncw York’s 4,5. 
As the chief reason for the rela- 
tive scarcity of children in the 
cities he cites a recent survey made 
by an insurance company which 
showed that it cost about $9000 to 
raise a city child to the age of 1% 
for a family with an income of 
$2500 a year.

States will have to accept its war 
loans, and reparations payments in 
goods, but at a future time when 
there is a higher price level than 
now a He expressed doubt 
that the United States ever would 
coliect all its war loans, but would 
succeed in getting ‘‘most of them.” 
Sanders disagreed with those who 
advocate a policy of economic iso- 
lation. “For good or evil, America 
is economically a part of the world, 
and itis a step backward for 
America to set. herself apart,” he 
said.

First you must decide whether 
you want to start a real garden or 
just want a summer of bloom. 
There are a lot of lovely old-fash- 
ioned things like the delphinium, 
“Sweet William,” running roses,. 
lilles-of-the-valley and larkspur, 
that will not give you the greatest 
rewards for you work the first year. 
They are perennials, along with 
the shrubs, lilacs, bridal wreath, 
japonica, and will do their bést only 
after the second or third year. 

A city lot is likely to be poor 
soil, and so, right away you must 
dig at least a foot or more and put 
in ric» soil, though the annuals 
require less in the way of soil 
preparation, than the perennials. 
These may even have the ground 
made too rich for them: they are 
shallow rooted, but most of them 
respond to a little fertilizer added 
to the soil. 

So you see a little garden of nas- 
turtiums, portulaca, zinnias, mari- 
golds, calendula, cosmos, Calif rnia 
poppy and other profuse bloomers 
do not take so much work.

After discyssing some lesser as- 
signments, Dr. Hornaday reopened 
a subject that had been close to 
his heart for some time. “Isn't 
there some way we can secure an 


[so in the office of Dr. Wil- 


this eminent zoologist displayed in 
me in Giscussing the possibility of 
securing one of these rare animals, 
the great single-horned, armor- 
plated rhinoceros of India, which. 
is now practically extinct in that 
country. 

Dr. Hornaday, with the zeal of 
the honest-to-goodness zoologist 


pressed his point. I did not feel 
very optimistic about the prospects 
but I found m f weakening. 
The Indian rhino, as far as India 
itself is concerned, is&virtually a 
nonexistent animal. In the little 
State of Nepal, which in size is the 
Asiatic equiyalent for a country 
like Montenegro in Europe, the In- 
dian rhino has always been regard- 
ed as royal game. For this rea- 
son the species has survived in Ne- 
pal and quite a number of them 
are to be found in the southeastern 
part of the country, which compri- 
ses the foothills. of the Himalayas. 
The more I thought of the pro- 
ject the more it fascinated me— 
and the more I was stumped by 
the problem of Nepal's iron-clad 
governmental regulations which 
not only forbade strangers to’ hunt 
the Indian rhino but actually did 
not permit foreigners to enter the 
country! These were the difficul- 
ties that had floored me in the past 
on those occasions when my am- 
bitions as a collector had betrayed 
me into visualizing myself as the 
proud possessor of one of these 
rare animals that very few hunt- 
ers, including the greatest. have 
even seen, much less shot or cap- 
tured. 

As I sat in Dr Hornaday's of- 
fice that day there flashed through 
my mind the many obstacies that 
had to be surmounted before I 
could hope to bring any Indian 
rhinos out of Nepal. But the search 
for Indian rhinos was so much 
tougher an assignment than any |! 
ever had before that I had a mo- 
mentary feeling of blueness over 
the possibility of disappointing Dr. 
Hornaday, who had succeeded in 
interesting another well-known 
zoologist in his Indian rhino pro- 
ject, Dr. Charles Penrose, president 
of the Philadelphia Zoological So- 
ciety, and a brother of the late 
Boies Penrose. They had decided 
between them that if I would un- 
dertake an expedition with the ob- 
ject of securing two rhinos, one for 
each of the zoos, their institutions 
would assist in financing the pro- 
ject. 

: . . o * 

N March 20 of that year I 

sailed for Hong Kong, on the 

first leg of one of the most im- 
portant collecting trips I have ever 
undertaken. While the Nepal ex- 
pedition for the Indian rhinos was 
my big objective, I also had other 
important orders. The St. Louis 
Zoo had commissioned me to se- 
cure for them a collection of In- 
dian waders (cranes, . storks, fla- 
mingoes), also some gibbons and 
antelope. Then there was an order 
for a whole zoo which I had con- 
tracted for with the city of Dal- 
las. I also had an order from Al 
G. Barnes, the circus man, for 
three elephants, two tigers, two 
tapirs and two orang-utans. 

The New York Zoo, in addition 
to the Indian rhino, had comm 
sioned me to get a pair of snow 
leopards, a pair of markhor goats 
and a few smaller animals. Phila- 
delphia, too, did not confine its or- 
der to the rhino, my supplementary 
commission from Dr. Penrese be- 
ing for a pair of anoas, a pair of 
snow leopards, one orang-utan and 
a pair of binturongs. 

I arrived in Singapore on the 
™8th of June. There I made pre- 
liminary arrangements for the 
trapping, and, in some cases, the 
purchase of the specimens I was 
after.

Frank Back Says- 


ZOOS are the only market for 
crocodiles. Hardy creatures, they 

live a long time and practicaily 

every siz zoo has at least one 

specimen to round out its reptile 
ibit. 

The natives have many ways of 
catching crocodiles, but the one 
most commonly used is to take a 
live monkey tie a stout hard 
wood stick about the same length 
as the monkey along its back. The 
stick is sharpened at both ends. 
Attached to the center of this stick 
and set crosswise upon it is another 
»f about half its length. The monkey 
is then tied on a leash in the man- 
grove bushes that grow in the shal- 
low water along the edge of the 
Streams where the creatures are 
found. When the crocodile grabs 
the monkey, whichever way it takes 
its prey, either sidewise or perpen- 
dicularly, its jaws clamp down on 
the two sharp ends of the stick 
which hold its mouth open. Being 
unable to close, its mouth, the 
crocodile cannot Swim, so it imme- 
diately makes for the banks where 
its tracks can easily be followed dy 
the er who have no difficulty 
in catching the monster on land. 

I'll say this for crocodiles: once 
you get ‘em boxed for. shipment 
they cause very little trouble. I 
recall one that I brought back for 
the St. Louis Zoo that declined food 
and drink for forty-five days and 
yet had the good grace to be in

did not encourage or discourage 
me, and wound up by inviting me 
to call on him at his house in Mid- 
dlieton Row. 

On arriving at the gate of Shum 
Shere’s house a few days later—(I 
didn’t waste much time in taking 
him at his word)—I found fero- 
cious-looking Gurkha troops on 
sentinel duty. In his scabbard each 
of the fierce-visaged devils had 
three ominous knives. As I eyed 
the barbaric roughnecks I decided 
on a polite approach. 

‘But my honeyed tones availed me 
nothing. They didn’t understand 
what I was saying. I had made the 
mistake of calling without an in- 
terpreter. 

The next day I returned, accom- 
panied by Lal Bahudar, my Ne. 1 
Indian boy, a native of the Nepa- 
lese border country, who spoke the 
language as fluently as he did Hin- 
dustani. He shouldered his way 
right past those fierce-looking 
Gurkha sentinels, shouting to them 
in a queer dialect as he plowed 
ahead. I learned later that he told 
them I had come all the way from 
America at the General's special 
request and that if they interfered 
they’d get into trouble. 

I was soon ushered into a rather 
sumptuous apartment. Gen. Shum 
Shere, dressed in the-height of 
Nepalese fashion, greeted me effu- 
sively. The transition from the 
white flannels and tweeds to the 
Asiatic habiliments in which he 
now appeared—trousers of a pink- 
ish silk, very baggy down to the 
knees where they became tight-fit- 
ting, and a sleeveless jacket of 
green velvet over a white silk shirt 
—was a bit sudden. 

After exchanging pleasantries for 
18 or 15 minutes we got down to 
business. Yes, there were Indian 
rhinos in Nepal. He had told me 
that before at the tea given by my 
friend, but it was heartening to 
hear him repeat it. No; under no 
circumstances could I hope that 


Well, it was like this. The Maha- 
rajah regarded e in Nepal 
as part of the natural resources of 
the country. He doubtless, viewed 
the rhinos in this light. The Maha-

rajah was a practical-minded busi- 


ness man, frankly interested in con- 
verting any of the country’s natural 
resources into cash. 

But naturally enough he, Shum 
Shere, a mere General, did not at- 
tempt to speak for His Highness. 
He would telegraph the Maharajah 
and find out whether the nation 
could spare two rhinos, and, if so, 
how much they would cost. 

Four days iater I heard from 
Shum Shere. Could I come right 
over? 

This I did, jauntily. Shum Shere 
did not waste any time in- getting 
to the point. I could have two In- 
dian rhinos for 35,000 rupees. 

This is about $12,600. It’s a lot 
of money to invest in a couple of 
animals that have to travel 16,000 
miles before you can hope to get 
your money back. 

I regarded it as a losing deal 
from the financial standpoint, but 
felt that if I could bring the rhinos 
back it would be a fine 
thing for my reputation. We 
closed the transaction and = I 
was delighted when Shum 
Shere told me that he would per- 
sonally head the expedition for the 
animals I sough*. 

Before leaving for the rhino 
camp in Nepal on what proved to 
be the strangest journey of its kind 
I have ever undertaken, I asked 
Shum Shere for first-hand details 
of his expedition and how he had 
captured the calves. Having given 
him some pointers during our early 
interviews on how I thought he 
ought to go about it I was anxious 
now to know if he had followed my 
suggestions. Besides, it’s always in- 
teresting to learn how the other 
fellow operates. 

é My order for rhinos came at a 
good time, Shum Shere to.’ me. 
Rice growers had been complaining 
to the Government at Khatmandu 
for some time that rhinos had been 
stamping down their crops, making 
“wallows” of the fields (flooded for 
irrigation at this season) and in 
general making nuisances of them- 
selves. 
* e 2 
HE Terai, which stretches for 
a thousand miles through Asia, 
is the most wonderful stretch 
of forest known to man, harboring 
more game and wild life than any 
other wild lands in the world, in- 
cluding those of Africa, which do 
not compare with it. The great 
Nepalese Terai is richer in game 
than any other part of this tre- 
mendous forest. One factor that 
keeps it so is the stern decree of 
the Government forbidding for- 
eigners to enter the country. 

Into that part of the Terai that 
finds itself in the south central 
part of Nepal, Gen. Kaiser Shum 
Shere led his expedition for the In- 
dian rhinos. 

As he was on the look-out for 
calves, he devoted himself to look- 
ing for nursing mothers. It was 
hard work to track these down and 
capture them. He could have shot 
down plenty of them in the rice 
fields but to try to capttre them 
there alive would have meant a 
skirmish that might have resulted 
in the destruction of whole crops 
belonging to needy planters. 

So he sought them out in wilder 
territory. 

After days of reconnoitering, the 
General, who was working with a 
force of 30 elephants and well over 
a hundred Gurkhas, surrounded a 


female rhinoceros with a good-sized 


ealf. He shot down the mother, 
knowing that the rest was easy. 

As the old cow dropped in her 
tracks, rope fencing, about four 
feet high and interminably long. 
was quickly brought up and thrown 
around the calf, making an enclos- 
ure of probably an acre in extent. 
A small army of Gurkhas managed 
the rope fencing, and they grad- 
ually closed in on the young 
rhineceros until it was hemmed 
within an enclosure of only 25 or 
30, feet in diameter. 

At this point in the proceedings, 
logs and poles were cut from the 
forest and brought up to the rope 
corral. These were driven in the 
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ground close together and banked 
high with earth on the outside. The 
rhino was left this way for several 
days with the rope fencing 
stretched taut inside of the log 
corral, so that the animal could 
not butt its head against the logs in 
any further frenzied attempts to 
escape. ‘ 

Milch goats were brought from a 
distant settlement and a gruel of 
boiled rice, goat's milk and sugar 
was fed to the animal, in addition 
to jungle leaves which were cut 
daily by the attendants. 

When the little prisoner—(if it's 
all right to describe one-ton — of 
rhino calf in that fashion)—had 
become sufficiently tractable and 
its restlessness subsided enough so 
that there was no longer any dan- 
ger of its injuring itself, the rope 
fencing was removed and the ani- 
mal was left in the log enclosure. 

A second calf was captured in 
the same manner. 

later on both animals were 
transferred to cages, and after a 
long and wearisome trip on buffalo 
carts through the rugged, hilly 
country of southern Nepal, they ar- 
rived at the camp north of Bilgange 
where they were being held for me. 

Shum Shere made the rice-grow- 
ers happy and the rhino world sad 
by bringing down with his own 
rifle 21 of the mammoth beasts dur- 
ing the hunt, including the two 
cows that were with the calves he 
captured. He told me that he had 
never before realized how easy 
killing animals was in com parison 
with the job of capturing them 
alive; and he ventured the further 
opinion that capturing the rhinos 
was a cinch compared to my job 
of getfing them back to the United 
States alive. 


EFORE leaving for Nepal to 
get the rhinos I wanted to de- 
posit the purchase price, 35,000 
rupees, in a Calcutta ‘Bank, the 
money to be paid to Shum Shere 


The prospect of carrying on my 
person al] the way to Nepal 35,000 
rupees in cash to pay for the 
rhinos, plus the sizeable sum I 
needed to cover the cost of trans. 
porting them to Calcutta, did net 
appeal to mAat all. 
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Shum Shere was sympathetic. 
He was adamant in his refusal 
to accept ‘payment for the rhinos 
through a bank in India but he 
kindly offered to furnish a body- 
guard of three Gurkh. soldiers to 
accompany me. He made no éf- 
fort to conceal his belief that I 
would need them. 


Without further ado he called in 
one of his officers and gave him 
an order in Nepalese. The officer 
went out and soon reappeared with 
three of the examples of Gurkha 
ferocity that guarded Shum Shere’s 
house. I recognized one of them 
as the Nepalese numbskKull who 
made menacing noises with his 
throat, dilated his nostrils as if he 
were smelling me preparatory to 
eating me, and stamped his foot 
when I insisted on sending in my 
card on my first visit to the Gen- 
eral’s place. ; 

The three Gurkhas now before 
me looked more like brigands than 
soldiers. Shum Shere designated 
them as my bodyguard and I stood 
scrutinizing them for a few sec- 
onds, wondering whether I should 
prefer to take miy chances with 
them or with some of savage hill 
tribes and bandits along the bor- 
der. 


Most of the next day was spent 
in buying supplies and in making 
other preparations. This included 
a visit to the bank, where I dis- 
played my letter of credit and 
asked for 50,000 rupees. On ac- 
count of the size of the sum—(in 
India that is a fortune, compar- 
able in the eyes of a native to a 
sum like a million dollars in the 
United States)—the manager asked 
me to step into his private office. 
Such transactions are never made 
across the regular paying teller’'s 
window. 

That night, a quarter of an hour 
before the train's leaving time. I 
arrived at Hourah station with Lal 
and a body servant named Jo- 
hereim, and a dozen coolieés carry- 
ing canned goods, a cooking outfit, 
bedding, etc. I had 60,000 rupees 
in gold and in 1000-rupee notes,

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we were to cross the Ganges River 
to Athmal Gola, proceeding next to 
Raxaul where the railway termin- 
ates and also where India ends and 
Nepal begins. 

The idea uppermost in my mind 
was to get to the rhino camp as 
fast as possible, secure my rhinos, 
get them to the Raxaul freight 
yards with the aid of the Mahara- 
jah's representatives, pay for them 
and be rid of that troublesome 
money—and be off for Calcutta. 

So you can realize how [ felt 
when on pulling into Mokamaghat 
I learned from the excited station 
agent that the Ganges River was 
in the throes of one of the worst 
floods it had ever known

HE Most Holy of Rivers was 

swollen so far beyond its banks 

that railway communications 
with the northern country had 
been completely cut off. Almost all 
the bridges north of the Ganges 
were out of commission, railroad 
tracks were washed out, and every- 
thing was in a hell of a mess.

be well over a month before we 
should be able to proceed to the 
border. 

After thinking the whole matter 
over, I decided it would be imprac- 
tical to wait for the monsoons to 
subside. Through the combination 
of runners and that part of the tel- 
egraphic service that was not out 
of commission I succeeded in get- 
ting a message to the authorities in 
Nepal. I told them that it would 
be impossible for me to get to the 
rhino camp for several weeks and 
that I would have to return to 
America with a big shipment of 
animals.

The young man had been work- 
ing very hard af late, and was 
writing a ‘Life of Lord Carson.’’ 

Marjoribanks was 32 years old, 
the son of Archibaid John Marjori- 
banks and the former Myssie 
Mrs. 
Marjoribanks later married Doug- 
las McGarel Hoge, who subsequent- 
ly became Lord Hailsham. 

Marjoribanks had published a 
‘Life of Sir Edward Marshall-Hall’ 
and a volume of poems. 

Marjoribanks was more than six 
feet tall and an attractive speaker. 
He went to the United States a few 
years ago to address universities on 
the League of Nations.

The Internal Revenue Commis- 


sioner on Feb. 14, 1931, notified the 
company, which operates the street 
railway system in St. Louis, that 
it had been assessed additional tax- 
es Of $18,145. The company ap- 
pealed to the Tax Board and filed 
a counter claim for a refund of 
$55,761. The Government Sept. 16 
asserted its claim for $129,261 
more, making a total of $147,406 
alleged to be still due for the year 
19238. 
Damage Deduction Rejected 

The additional item of $129,261 
resulted from the commissioner's 
disallowance as a deduction from 
income, of money paid out in 1928 
for injuries and damages due to op- 
eration of the United Railways Co. 

That operation was under a re- 
ceiver, and was prior to acquisition 
of the property by the Public Ser- 


vice Co. on Dec. 1, 1927. Satisfac- 
tion of claims of this description 
took $987,061 and an additional 


$90,115 for salaries and expenses of 
the claims department. In its re- 
turn the Publie Service Co. deduct- 
ed these items from income which 
was taxable at 12 per cent. 

The Government takes the view 
that the company may deduct only 
the amounts paid out on account of 
Its theory is 
that the obligation assumed by the 
Public Service Co. for injuries and 
damages incurred under the re- 
ceiver’s operation was part of the 
purchase price of the property. or 
in other words, a capital invest- 
ment. 

The Gov ernment rejects the com- 
pany’s claim of $1,453,682 deduct- 
ible as depreciation on its property 
at the rate of 314 per cent of $44,- 
728,693, and asserts that only $1- 
200,000 should be allowed for this 
item. The Missouri Public Service 
Commission has allowed the com- 
pany to make an operating charge 
of $800,000 a year for deprecia- 
tion, but the company has con- 
tinued to claim an average of about 
$1,500,000 annually. 

Other Items Not Allowed. 

Other items for which the com- 
pany made deductions in its 1928 
report now. disallowed by the In- 
ternal Revenue Commissioner in- 
clude: Net loss of $410,837 suvuf- 
fered by the receiver for the Unit- 
ed Railways in the taxable period 
of Jan. 1 to Nov. 30, 1927; losses 
of $98,220 on real estate sold: con- 
tribution of $2500 to the St. Louis 
Industrial Club; losses of St. Louis 
Bus Co., a United Railways subsid- 
iary, amounting to $112,322 in 1926 
and $114,950 in 1927, ad deprecia- 
tion of busses, $15,648. 

If the Government wins in the 
pending case, it will no doubt as- 
sert claims for additional taxes for 
subsequent years.

Contingent Federal Tax Liability 
Mentioned in Annual Report, 
The statement in the Public Servy- 
ice Co.’s annual report with refer- 
ence to a contingent Federal tax 
liability, referred to in the forego- 
ing dispatch, is as follows:

EVIDENCE THAT NEW ISTHMUS 
IS FORMING IN WEST INDIES 


Geologists Think It Wil Connect 
North and South 
America. 

By the Associated Press. 
PRINCETON, N. J., April 2.— 


Another isthmus connecting: North 
and South America, by way of th 
West Indies, may result from move- 
ments of the earth’s crust in the 
Caribbean, say scientists of Prince- 
ton University. 

An expedition from the univer- 
sity found that the islands forming 
a@ curving chain from Haiti to 
South America are gradually -being 
pushed higher above the sea. 

Dr. Richard F. Field of the de- 
partment of geology, who directed 
the expedition, said: ‘“‘The results 
seem to show that the structure of 
the West Indies is the result prim- 
arily of mountain-building pro- 
cesses that have extended through 
a long period of the earth's his- 
tory. 

Another conclusion of the expedi- 
tion was that two recent earth- 
quakes that centered about San- 
tiago, Cuba, probably were due to 
fundamental differences between 
the geologic structure of Cuba and 
the land southeast of it.
